“If you desire to know what you 
best suited for,” said Dean Clark in 
one of his addresses, “you should ask 
the friend who knows you best and 
likes you least, for he is most likely 
to be unpreiudiced.” “Most mothers 
and fathers”, he said, “want their 
son to be President”. He believes 
that no nerson should enter a profes- 
sion or business because it brings in 
the most money. If a person is really 
intersted in his work, no matter how 
crowded his vocation may be, with 
character, training and a willingness 
to work success is inevitable. 

Dr, Glenedine Snow of the Michigan 
Normal School was also an interest- 
ing lecturer at the conferences. Num- 
erous talks and diseussions on college 
and life work were also conducted 
by the deans and professors of the 
College.
